In  their resolation Coanclls recom-
mend that the Buperintendent of Btreet
Clesniog proceed at omce to do the
work, thus taking it ont of the hands of the
contractors, but on what gronnds of right or
Jugtice the money which those individnala did
not earn was authorized to be pafd it ia difi-
cult to see.

ted If there was met a strong proba-
llity that the contingeney it contemplates
would arige. It i8 reported that the Navy
Department has recently received despatches
from Admiral Hoff, who commands onr Wast
Incia Bquadren, stating that the Spanish an-
thorities are becoming very much embarrassed,
and that the revolutionary party is rapidly
galning strength in the central and western
portion of the island. The oable telegrams
announce & suoocession of oconfliots, & confes-
sion that “‘oonciliation i3 at an end,”’ and the
o0old-blooded masssore of prisoners by the Bpan-
lah troops; and no doubt remains that thego-
sgonisms and aspirations oreated by centuries
of oppression are being submitted to the arbi-
trament of arms, under clrcumstances which |
involve the floal issue in dombt, but afford
fair grounds for the hope that Caban inde-
pendenoe will bs achisved.

Their prospsots of deliverance are much
strengthened by the prevailing disorders in ‘
ths mother country. As long as Spain could
oonosnirate her energies upon the task of
holding in subjeotion a compaoct little island |
perpetually blockaded by her fleets and held
